You cannot keep your own 
freedom while limiting someone 
else's, because the power you give 
to government, in hopes that the 
“bad guys” will be controlled, will 
eventually be used against you

His Position

For many who have been 
following the chain of events sur- 
rounding the recent election of 
Senate Chair, and subsequesnt 
developments in student 
government, the matter and issues 
undoubtedly appear quite con- 
fusing, to say the least. | would like 
to allay any confusion people may 
have, especially those who sup- 
ported me, in regards to my 
position in this matter 


My reason in running for 
Senate Chair was to attempt to as- 
Sure fairness and opennes to 
student government in general, and 
the election in particular 

I did not believe the election was 
conducted under the fairest 
pretenses, and therefore filed a list 
of grievances over the conducting 
of the election. Alii ough some ine- 
quities were rectified as a result of 
the grievances -an extension of the 
campaign period and repeal of the 
senate’s endorsement —and others, 
such as the inadequate filing 
period, were not, and the election 
was held as scheduled 

One might consider it peculiar 
that | would continue pursuing the 
invalidation of the election after 
subsequently winning, and as a 
write-in candidate at that. But the 
fact of the matter is, win or lose, the 
principles of fairness remained, 
and could not be disregarded 
Should the election have been in- 
validated, it was my intention to 
again run, this time in a election 
that was fair » ail 

in order to appeal the previous 
decision of the Elections Board, it 
was necessary to file a formal 
petition for invalidation, which 
contained the same grievances that 
were presented earlier in an in- 
formal manner. Since the matter 
was now once again pending before 
the Elections Board, | anticipated a 


ruling consistent with — their 


previous one-—that my grievances 
did not justify invalidating the elec- 
tion, or, in the event that there had 
been a reconsideration of the 
matter, that indeed these 
grievances did warrant in- 
validation and a new election must 
be held. 

Depending on the ruling, the 
burden would have veen on me 
whether or not to appeal the matter 
to the Board of Justice or drop it. 
However, | did not expect and can- 
not explain the action the Election 
Board took resulting in the 
resignations of two thirds of the 
Board and no ruling.

Nixon's press conferences and 
speeches. He said that Nixon has 
raised more questions than he has 
answered, and most of the answers 
were either “slim or phony.” 

Nixon seems ragged, Sidey 
added, and there is no question but 
that the pressue is beginning to tell. 
Speaking about the firing of Cox, 
Sidey said, “This kind of bad 
judgment...makes us wonder about 
Nixon’s ability to make decisions.” 

Despite Nixon’s public 
appearances in recent months, 
Sidey stated that the President 1s 
more isolated than ever and that 
“the people around him are dumb- 
dumbs.” The only people who see 
him, General Haig, Ron Ziegler 
and Fred Buzhardt, cannot give 
him input of any substance. Pat- 
rick Buchanan's newsletters are a 
tragedy, said Sidey. None of the 
feeling of the news or the mood of 
the world is related to Nixon by 
them.

The Watergate affair has 
become such an institution in this 
country that there are 
Watergate bumper stickers, T- 


now 


history could be written about 
Richard M. Nixon or Watergate, 
because no one knows the man or 
the truth about him. Nixon for all 
practical purposes is inaccessible to 
the press. 

Sidey stated that it is wrong to 
blame the White House press corps 
for not breaking the Watergate 
story. They are busy simply repor- 
ting the President’s movements 
and have no time for investigative 
reporting. 


Sidey said the real reporting 
and research were done by the FBI 
and the Justice Department. It was 
leaked to the press by them when 
they could no longer tolerate what 
was happening. 

Despite Nixon’s attacks upon 
the press, Sidey said that “the 
symbol of the free press had been 
kind of reinvigorated by the fact 
that we were right.” 

Sidey didn’t condemn the Nix- 
on administration. He said that 
there are still honest people in it. 
Former Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson returned some amount 
of credibility to the Justice 
Department Side believes, but 
“whenever you deal with the White 
House these days you have to 
watch it...you cannot take their 
word.”

But for most of us, 
Watergate is a complicated mess of 
political scandals, piled one atop 
another. 


In order to take away some of 
the confusion and mystery, four 
investigative reporters have written 
a book that is a concise guide to the 
Watergate affair. In The Watergate 
File Bruce Busche!, Albert Rob- 
bins, William Vitka and Rod Nor- 
dland cover the major events with 
their political implications, the 
Senate hearings and the trial of 
those charged with the break-in of 
the Watergate Hotel. 


The book, which is dedicated to 
Frank Wills, the security officer 
who notified the police of the 
break-in, is divided into four sec- 
tions: Four More Years, Now 
More Than Ever, Cover-up with 
Honor, and Nixon's the One. 


Included at the end are appen- 
dices which give the who’s who in 
Watergate, transcripts of the 
Watergate trial and the senate 
hearings, the documentai evidence 
of the government's misconduct in 
the Pentagon Papers trial and the 
text of President Nixon's 
Statements concerning the 
Watergate affair. 

The Watergate File is a well- 
written, informative guide to a 
political scandal that will have 
repercussions in this country for a 
long time to come. The authors, in 
the introduction, state that it is a 
citizen’s obligation to know what is 
going on in his government and to 
stay informed of the political and 
moral implications of this affair. 
To be obligated to know is a scary 
proposition.

Much of the problem ts red 
tape. The committee will attempt 
to align government structure to 
conform to the reality of how 
things actually function in order to 
unscramble delays, the 23-year-old 
history graduate student said. He 
pointed to the Associated Students 
Child Care Center as an example of 
unnecessary delay. Earlier in the 
semester they were bounced 
between the senate and the Board 
of Fiscal Matters when they sought 
to run the Coliege Town Child 
Care Center when its directors shut 
it down on short notice. 

The restructuring committee 
has yet to meet. Rather they are in- 
dividually researching various ap- 
proaches. Mayer is not one to be 
hurried. 


“I don’t want to rush to meet 
deadlines,” the two term senator 
declared. “There has to be careful 
steps to study all ramifications of 
implementation of any one plan. | 
want to move deliberately and be 
sure of what we have.” 

The panel is not favoring any 
particular course of action and 
seriously considering any and all 
ideas advanced, Mayer em- 
phasized. The avenues of action 
range from doing nothing to the 
complete abolition of student 
government. In between are statute 
modifications, open Quaker style 
meetings, the Townhouse concept, 
the enlargement of the Senate. 

Statue modifications would be 
a band aid solution, Mayer 


commented. Next year’s senate 
could undo the reform merely by 
changing the statutes again.

years ago but until recently was not 
available to the retail market. 
Similar to the high-efficiency 
motor of an electric car, the motor- 
cycle travels up to 30 miles an hour 
and can make a 50-mile journey 
without being recharged. The 
charging process of the motor- 
cycle’s battery takes up to six hours 
using regular AC house current. 
An automechanical device checks 
against overcharging the battery 
and the amount of electncity used 
would be about the same as that of 
a 60-watt light bulb, Hewitt said.

The motorcycle carnes a max- 
imum load of 450 pounds and used 
daily for a month, the electricity 
bill would be about $1.25. It is 
fully-licensed for street use 
(freeway use excluded) and sells for 
$515 plus tax and license. 

Hewitt emphasizes the 
ecological aspect. “It has. no loud 
noise and no poilutants. Because of 
its characteristics, it can even be 
driven in the parks system.” 

An inventor, Hewitt’s interests 
in the electric motorcycle go back 
to when he was six years old. He 
had a creative idea for a motor- 
driven tricycle at that time. Since 
then he has invented several 
interesting items, including a 
camera with an internal light meter 
to operate the lens, an adjustable 
wrench, and an adjustable stooi 
carriage. 

He is extremely interested in the 
electric motorcycle and invites the 
public to see the models at his fi-m.

Greens. 

RT offers a Youth/ Senior fare 
to those under 23 or 65 and over. 
Under this the regular 25 cent ride 
is 15 cents and the regular 50 cent 


daily pass — good for an unlimited 
num ber of rides — is only 30 cents. 


Regular tokens can be pur- 
chased in rolls of 20 or a monthly 
pass, again good for an unlimited 
number of rides, costs $10. For 
Christmas, RTs present to bus 
riders is a 10 cent fare on week 
nights and Saturdays and Sundays, 
hopefully starting on Dec. 2.
